Ratification of a one-year agreement 
for 470 Madison County government 
employees was voted Thursday evening 
iby Local 799, American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 


Employees. 
The new contract, retroactive to Dec. 
1 for the December 1979-November 1980 


county fiscal year, is subject to ap- 
proval by the Madison County Board at 
its monthly meeting at 9:30 a.m 
‘Wednesday. 

Negotiations began in the early fall. 

Agreement, was reached by the two 
bargaining teams Wednesday evening. 
‘An earlier proposal had been rejected 
on Monday. 

Less than a half-hour was required 
for the, ratification by employees 


Thursday night. Details were not an- 
nounced but it was indicated that the 
pact calls for a 30-cent hourly cost-of- 
living raise. 

In addition, there will be a one-cent 
raise for each half-percent rise in the U. 
S. Consumer Price Index, which 
measures retail price changes. Based 
on the first three quarters of 1979, with 
the index up 10.9, there would have been 
a 21.8-cent pay increase. 

Also scheduled for County Board 
consideration Wednesday are 13 five- 
acre tracts to be developed by Kelly 
Dutko and Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk 
near Arlington Heights. 

‘The Madison County Zoning Board of 
Appeals, headed by Roy H. Fruit, 
recommended last week that the county 


grant the developers’ request for zoning 
variations in order to develop the land, 
located within flood hazard areas of 
Nameoki and Collinsville townships. At 
present, the zoning is agricultural.

Sl., was pronounced dead in her fire- 
damaged home at 2:15.a.m, Sunday by 
Dick Mizell, deputy coroner - for 
Madison County.

Life-safety compliance work 


Updating conditions in the 
Venice school buildings to 
comply with Life-Safety 
Code regulations, a subject 
discussed periodically in 
meetings of the Venice 
Board of Education, was 
renewed at Thursday night's 
board session. 

Members invited Granite 
City architect Henry Gabriel 
to explain what steps are 
required to bring the 
buildings into compliance. 

Gabriel reported the last 
updating under the code was 
in March 1968 when none of 
the buildings were con- 
sidered eligible to be cer- 
tified. 

Since that time, several 
modifications have been 
completed as recommended 


-in the initial survey, it was 


noted. 

Gabriel said many school 
districts in the county 
educational service region 
are not yet in compliance 
due to cost factors. 

“The five-cent levy for this 
purpose just isn’t'enough to 
do it all at once.” 

The architect continued, 
“If there is any building you 
think may be in compliance 
we will be glad to inspect it 
and certify it 


“The necessary work can 
be done on a_building-by 
building basis. 

“Many districts start with 
a specific building, either the 
smallest or the largest, and 
get it into compliance 

“As long as the regional 
superintendent knows that 
you are working on it (up- 
dating procedures), I think 
you will be all right,”’ 
Gabriel said, adding that he 
understands’ that buildings 


must be recertified every 10 
years. 

He noted that specific 
items gre mandatory and 
immediate attention is 
required, such as_ safety 
devices and controls on 
heaters and boilers and 
proper grounding of elec- 
trical equipment in the shop 
areas. 

“Anything marked in the 
original survey as priority 
one|and two items must be 
done,” he explained

“Don't do the crime if 
|, you can't do the time’ 


The name of the theme 
song of a police television 
show ‘‘Don‘t do the crime if 
you can’t do the time is* 
really good advice, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant Jack 
Fields, superintendent of the 

« Madison County jail. 

Fields spoke last week ata + 
meeting of Madison 
Explorer Post 10-4. 

“No one really has any 
idea what jail is really like, 
unless they have actually 
been in one,” Fields said. 

“In your recent study of 
criminal justice you have 
had the public defender, the 
state’s attorney and the 
eriminal judge. What hap- 
pens when after the arrest 
the judge sets bond at 
* $200,000? 

“The suspect cannot be 
kept in a city jail for more 
than 72 hours, because they 
have no guards to watch the 
‘prisoners 24 hours a day, 

‘A mittimus paper is 
obtained and the suspect is 
sent to’the county jail until 
bail is made. And many 
times, people cannot make 
bail,” Fields said. 

He explained that when the 
person.is brought into the jail 
he is first “booked in’ with 
all needed information, 
including the name, address, 
authority for holding and 
other data needed: for jail; 
records. 

After being ' booked the; 
prisoner must take a shower 
and then is issued a red 
jumpsuit and shower shoes, 
fingerprinted andi 
photographed. 

“We take away the per- 
sons shoe’s, because inside 
most shoes is a metal strip 


that makes one dandy little 
dagger,” Fields noted. 

“A prisoner is normally 
allowed to make a phone cail 
or two. Actually, the number 
of telephone calls is up to the 
authorities and all calls are 
made collect. 

“When this is all taken 
care of he is then put into a 
cell block with about 80 other 
prisoners. 

“In the old jail it is im- 
possible to segregate 
prisoners by offense, so 
unfortunatlly we have 
persons accused of armed 
violence, murder, sex  of- 
fense, homosexuals and 
traffic offenders all together. 
This is not a good situation, 
but we are stuek with it for 
the time being. 

“The new county jail will 
let us use a classification by 
offense system, 

“At6 a.m, everyone wakes 
up for breakfast. It costs 
taxpayers $1.32 per meal and 
about $28 a day per prisoner 
to be kept in jail. 

“We have a $700,000 
proposed budget for the 
coming year. 


“On Monday, Wednesday 


and Saturday prisoners may 
order candy and cookies, if 
they have the money. 

“Soda is not allowed 
because a bottle and even the 
cans can make weapons,” 
Fitfds said. 

“Being locked up for even 
short periods of time will 
drive a person literally up a 
wall, 

“We have had prisoners 
cut their wrists and injure 
themselves in other ways 
just to go to the doctor. Why? 
Just to get out of that jail for

even an hour or two. 

“There has never been a 
suicide in the Madison 
County jail, although we 
have one or more attempts a 
week. 

“First, we have been just 
plain- lucky and,. second, 
there is prevention by 
constant watching of the 
prisoners by the jail staff. 

“We have had prisoners 
eat lightbulbs and swallow 
nails—just anything to get 
out.” 

Fields traced the history of 
Madison County jails from 
one that cost $350 in 1887 and 
was located in Venice, to the 
new jail being completed at a 
cost of $4.7 million. 

He Said the current 111 
year old jail has held up well 
and is old but clean. 

Among the more infamous 
prisoners to be kept in the 
county jail was James Earl 
Ray, a burglar from Alton 
and later the murderer of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

The first two jail guards 
were hired in 1870 when it 
was felt that desperate 
criminals should be wat- 
ched. The jail staff today has 
22 jailers, three céoks, two 
nurses and a yard man. 

In 1894, Fields said, it was 
felt by the county authorities 
that lights should be in- 
stalled at a cost not to be 
over $5 a month; the current 
light bill runs $100,000 per 
year, the superintendent 
noted. 

The first person hanged 
was Eliphalet Green, who 
murdered a fellow employee 
on Christmas Eve in 1823, He 
was hanged just off 
Springfield Road, in a creek

Longer study of ordinances 
is goal of 3 GC aldermen 


“The question of whether 
the Granite City Council 
should continue to give final 
approval to ordinances the 
same night they are 
presented—or whether final 
passage should take place at 
the following meeting—was 
brought back into the public 
light during a press con- 
ference Thursday, 

Officials critical of at- 
torney fees associated with 
the city’s $10 million home 
mortgage bond issue con- 
tended they never saw the 
actual ordinance setting up 
the program but were asked 
to approve a_ two-page 
summary ordinance for the 
program. 

Lloyd Bailey, Fifth Ward 
alderman, said at the press 
conference that he was 
among those who voted in 
favor of the ordinance, even 
though he had no time to 
study the issue. 

“Quite often an ordinance 
comes up “(on the council 
floor) and we have no time to 
think about it. We have to 
rely on the opinion of the 
attorney to tell us whether it 
is legal and whether we 
should approve it,’ Bailey 
said. 

Alderman Charles Douglas 
of the First Ward agreed, 
saying he has made efforts in 
the past to see that the city 
complies with state laws that 
he believes require or- 
dinances to be placed on first 
reading at one meeting and 
then given final passage at a 
subsequent: meeting. y 

Instead, the council 
routinely votes to suspend 
the rules so ordinances can 
be given first réading and 
final passage at the same 
‘time, in most cases, records 


Ow. 

The three aldermen at the 
meeting, Bailey, Douglas 
and Margaret Nonn of the 
Fifth Ward, agreed they are 
in favor of énding. the 
practice of passing an or- 
dinance at the same meeting 
it first is presented, except in 
emergency cases. 

An ordinance’ which 

» allowed the city to sell $10 
million in low-interest home 
mortgage bonds was cited as 
an example of the types of 
ordinances which aldermen 
sometimes pass without 
studying them. The entire 
council’ approved the or- 
dinance after City Attorney 
Lance Callis said it did’ not 
involve any city funds for 
attorney fees or other costs. 

“The people should have 
known the contents of the 
contract, not just the mayor 
and city attorney,” Douglas 
said. He contended that even 
after the meeting, no copies 
of the contract were 
available for inspection at 
the-city clerk’s office and he 
was able to get a copy only 
through the mayor’s 
assistant, David Nolan. 


Conducting the press 
conference in addition to the 
three council members were 
Street Superintendent Lionel 
Portell and Madison County 
Board Member Dan Part- 
ney. The ordinance assed 
by the council authorizing 
the mortgage bond program 
was only a_ two-page 
document and not the bulky 
full ordinance, which had not 
been shown to aldermen 
prior to its passage, ac- 
cording to Douglas. 

“The indication was that 
no money would be given to 
Lance Callis,’”’ he added. 
Partney said the three 
aldermen at the press 
conference recall Callis 
saying it, and contended 
Alderman Mac Warfield told 
him he also recalled the 
statement that no fee was 
involved. > 

Parthey said, ‘‘We believe 
this was a contract of a very 
secretive nature.” He also 
contended that 
opinion was taken ‘‘word-for- 
word’? from an earlier one 
prepared by Belleville’s city 
attorney, except for one 
paragraph that among other 
things provides for a 
payment to Callis. : 

Partney said the issue of 
whether similar 
arrangements were made in 
the industrial bond issues 
which provided funds for 
Feralloy, Michigan Metals 
and St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center should be researched. 
Asked if he was making an 
accusation that ilar 
procedures were followed in 
those cases, Partney said he 
was not, but added, “In light 
of this bond issue, it should 
be publically acknowledged 
whose attorney is on these 
issues.” 

Douglas said the basic 
objection with  Callis 
receiving funds for providing 
legal services in connection 
with the mortgage bond 
issue is that he and his 
associates already were 
being paid $32,758 a year to 
serve as city attorney and 
perform other legal services. 

He contended the original 
ordinance called for Callis to 
make a “windfall profit” of 
$55,750, but that figure was 
negotiated down to $15,000 
when bonding attorneys 
objected to the $55,750 figure. 

“The aldermen feel that if 
this ordinance had been 
previously presented to the 
council, there would have 
been considerable 
questioning of the $57,000 
fee,” Douglas stated. 

He said the final $15,000 
approved for Callis ‘could 
have provided housing for 
two more low-income 
families,” if it had been 
earmarked for mortgages, 
rather than for ad- 
ministering the bond 
program.

Reduced tillage new 
style of farming here 


By WAY! 1E 

Area Horticulture Adviser 

Have you noticed that 
more and more fields are 
cultivated in the fall instead 
of plowed? Deep cultivating 
in the fall is called ‘reduced 
tillage” and is designed to 
absorb more water than 

urbed soil without the 
erosion that occurs when you 
plow. 

Here’s a comparison 
between plowing and 
reduced tillage. Both 
systems workup the soil for 
next year’s crop. Both result 
in more water -being stored 
in the soil compared to tin- 
disturbed soil \ 

When deep cultivation 
occurs, the corn stalks and 
crop residue remain on top of 
the soil to form. a mulch 
while. plowing buries the 
residue. 

When the residue remains 
on top, the trash softens the 
force of falling rain and 
forms a mulch that controls 
erosion. How much? 
Probably 60 to 70 percent 
more soil is saved, compared 
to fall plowing, 

While this simple change 
in method of farming will 
save a great deal of top soil, 
it’s also going to require 
more skill to control weeds 
While plowing buried the 
stalks and straw, it also 
buried the weed seed and 
perennial’ roots. Deep 
the 
perennial weeds and mixes

Farmers can handle this 
new set of problems, but it 
will require more skill 

They will have to watch 
the fields more closély to see 
what kind of weeds they 
have. They will use more 
blends of herbicides to 
create a broad range of 
control 

They will select herbicides 
that will be more short-lived, 
to prevent a conflict with 
other crops 

While the deep tillage 
process will cost less than 
plowing, the cost of weed 
control will be more than 
plowing. It’s a break-even 
deal on costs but a big saving 
of soil.

Eastern Europe to begin his 
life as an independent 
missionary.

Dan will leave for Vienna,

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Developer unhappy with discussion of water table

A Madison County 
developer has, accused the 
Madison County Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
of not doing its job properly 
and of attempting to 
“aggravate” him. 

The developer, Mike 
Sasyk, mayor of Madison, 
made his statements at an 
on-site zoning hearing 
Wednesday after Larry 
Firkus of the Soil and Water 
Conservation District raised 
questions about the water 
table on the agricultural land 
Sasyk and Kelly Dutko, 
another developer, are at- 
tempting to subdivide into 13 
five-acre tracts. 

‘The land, which lies partly 
in both Collinsville and 
Nameoki townships, is north 
of the present Arlington 
Heights subdivision and 
some of the tracts are on the 
west side of the Arlington 
Golf Course. 3 
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Because the property lies 
in a flood-plain, the 
devleopers are required to 
obtain ya yariance from 
Madison County. 

The hearing, by the 
Madison County Zoning 
Board of Appeals, was on 
that request 

The zoning board has not 
yet réleased its recom- 
mendation on the request but 
is expected to doso soon. The 
Madison County board will 
make the final decision. 

Sasyk and Dutko 
developed Arlington Sub- 
division, and Sasyk is the 
owner of the golf course. 

A report from the Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
was read a the hearing. The 
report said thé water level in 
the spring might be as high 
as ground level on the 
property. 

Specifically, it listed three 
types of soil on the property. 
For two of them the water 
table in the spring could be 
from zero to two feet below 
the surface; for the third, it 
could be zero to three feet 
below the surface 

The report questioned 
whether any type of septic 
system would work with a 
water table that high. 

When Firkus began 
questioning Sasyk about the 
potential problem later in 
the hearing, the developer 
said the Soil and Water 
Conservation District had 
given him ‘“‘this same 
malarkey’’ when he at- 
tempted to devlop 577 acres 
in the, American Bottoms 
several years ago (an area 
betweeri Routes 157 and 111). 


It had cost him a lot of, 


money to prove the district 
wrong at that time, he said. 


“You're (the district) just 
interested in aggravating 
people,” an angry Sasyk 
said, and he refused to an- 
swer more questions from 
Firkus. 

Firkus later said he had 
never met Sasyk ‘before. He 
said the soil survey maps 
being prepared for all of 
Madison County are in part 
designed to warn developers 
and potential homeowners of 
possible environmental 
hazards. 

He said Sasyk apparently 
sees the conservation 
district’s attempts in 
another light, as a vendetta 
against him personally. 

During the hearing, Sasyk 
said the residences would 
have indiviudal sewer 
systems in which sewage 
would be treated before it 
went into the ground. They 
system would be similar to, 
but not the same as, a typical 
septic system, he said. 

Dutko said each house 
would in effect have an in- 
dividual sewage treatment 
plant itself, with the 
“finished’’ effluent going 
into the ground. 

Several area residents had 
questions for Sasyk. What 
were the developers’ plans 
for drainage? Would farm 
animals be allowed on the 
tracts? What restrictions 
wold there be and who would 
uphold them? 

Sasyk said the developers 
were going to “considerable 
cost” to make sure drainage 
was adequate. The sub- 
division lies approximately 
three feet lower than 
Arlington Heights d 

The devleopers do not plan 
to bring in fill, but Sasyk ssid 
the homes will be elevated to
